This  event 
included  many  events  for  children 
from  less  fortunate  homes,  from 
infants  to  teenagers.  The  turn  out 
this  year  was  estimated  at  450 
people.  “Our  goal  is  to  provide  a 
Christmas  for  those  in  need,”  said 
Vice  President  of  the  Gallagher 
Charitable  Society  and  senior 
English  major  Courtney  Tam, 

“We  want  the  children  to  walk 
away  with  a  coat,  toys,  and  the 
memory  of  sitting  on  Santa's  lap- 
the  Christmas  memories  that  we 
usually  take  for  granted.” 

The  children  received  warm 
winter  coats,  a  warm  meal,  and 
also  had  different  activities  that 
they  could  do.  These  activities 
included:  a  crafts  table,  tables 
with  toys  that  the  children  got 
pick  out,  tables  with  books  for 
the  kids  to  read  and  take,  and 
numerous  tables  that  included 
many  games  that  the  kids  could 
play. 

The  toys  are  provided  by 
Father  Stang,  C.PP.S.,  the  presents 
were  bought  with  donations  from 
sponsors,  games  were  provided  by 
the  Gallagher  Charitable  Society, 
and  the  coats  are  donated  from 
the  Rotary  Club  in  Rensselaer. 
Many  of  the  stations  were  run 


by  members  of  the  Gallagher 
Charitable  Society;  however, 
many  other  volunteers  came  out 
and  helped  with  many  activities. 
Saint  Joseph’s  baseball  team  also 
played  a  large  role  in  helping 
these  events  run  smoothly. 

When  the  children  entered 
the  ballroom,  they  were  able  to 
use  the  ticket  given  to  them  at 
the  doors  to  go  and  pick  a  toy, 
generously  donated  by  Father 
Stang.  After  they  picked  out  a  toy, 
the  kids  made  crafts  with  some 


of  the  volunteers,  such  as,  paper 
tree  decorating,  Christmas  card 
designing,  and  face  painting. 

After  crafts,  some  of  the  kids 
visited  the  book  table  and  took 
a  book  that  they  could  read.  The 
game  table  included  many  games 
that  the  children  could  play  with 
some  of  the  baseball  team. 

One  member  of  the  baseball 
team,  sophomore  Business 
Administration  major  T.J. 

Shields  said,  “It  allows  the  whole 
community  to  work  together,  and 


Saint  Joe’s  becomes  involved 
with  the  community.” 

After  a  warm  meal,  the 
children  were  able  to  go  and  sit 
on  Santa’s  lap,  and  receive  a 
present  and  a  coat.  Seeing  the

The  concert  was  actually  a 
prayer  service.  Before  each 
carol,  a  Scriptural  reading  was 
proclaimed,  each  one  of  which 
was  chosen  to  remind  everyone  of 
the  meaning  behind  the  holiday. 

The  nine  readings  came  from 
both  the  Old  Testament  and  the 
New  Testament.  The  audience 
was  encouraged  to  sing  along  to 
the  well-known  carols,  and  the 
choir  performed  a  couple  of  songs 
by  themselves  for  everyone.

This  year  Campus  Ministry 
hosted  the  Seventeenth  Covenant 
House  Candlelight  vigil  at  the 
St.  Joseph's  College  Chapel. 

This  was  also  the  twenty-first 
anniversary  of  the  prayer  vigil  for 
the  foundation. 

Started  in  1972,  Covenant 
House  has  provided  shelters 
across  the  nation  to  take  care  of 
the  nation's  homeless  youth.  They 
have  extended  their  outreach  to 
help  young  people  acquire  shelter, 
adequate  healthcare  and  keep 
children  from  joining  gangs. 

Each  year  a  candlelight  vigil 
is  held  to  spread  awareness  to 
local  communities  about  the 
pervasiveness  of  youth  who 
are  either  homeless  or  facing 
difficulties  in  their  lives.  Today, 
Covenant  House  extends  its 
outreach  across  the  nation,  as 
well  as  new  programs  in  Latin 
America. 

Bro.  Tim  Hemm,  C.PP.S., 


a  Saint.  Joseph  graduate,  has 
been  in  charge  of  organizing  the 
vigil  on  campus,  and  this  year 
he  worked  extra  hard  to  see  that 
everything  went  well.  Campus 
Ministry  and  the  men’s  and 
women’s  soccer  teams  also  helped 
out.  The  soccer  teams,  under  the 
guidance  of  Coach  David  Stroud, 
started  a  t-shirt  fundraiser  to 
donate  clothes  to  local  Covenant 
House  shelters.  During  the  prayer 
service,  donations  were  given  by 
those  who  attended. 

During  the  Vigil  several 
student  speakers  shared  accounts 
of  the  those  whose  lives  were 
assisted  with  the  help  of  Covenant 
House.  Among  the  speakers 
were  Michael  Korman  '10,  Alex 
Adkins  '12,  Maggie  Schmitt  '12, 
Kristin  Philabaun  ‘12  and  Jake 
Hellinga  ‘12.  The  grade  school 
choir  from  St.  Augustine  School 
lent  their  voices  for  the  songs 
performed  along  with  a  piano 
solo  by  Associate  Professor  of 
Communications  Sally  Berger, 
and  junior  History  major  James 


Bertucci  leading  the  choir  in 
Amazing  Grace. 

All  who  attended  participated 
in  the  candlelight  procession  in 
which  the  entire  group  formed  a 
circle  around  the  chapel  creating 


a  solemn  atmosphere.  Bro.  Tim

Over  the  past  few  years 
campus  has  been  considering 
changes  to  the  alcohol  policy.  The 
Student  Association  has  discussed 
with  members  of  the  faculty 
and  staff  the  topic  of  allowing 
alcohol  in  the  dorms  in  over-2 1 
rooms.  But  why  has  the  issue 
of  punishing  innocent  students 


never  been  raised?  It  would  be 
no  trouble  for  Security  to  carry 
a  breathalyzer  with  them  when 
writing  students  up  for  alcohol 
violations. 

Why  not  breathalyse  students 
who  claim  to  be  sober  and  punish 
them  from  there?  Why  are  there 
not  better  ways  for  SJC  to  deal 
with  students  drinking.  It  is  an 
important  and  delicate  matter,  but 
Saint  Joseph’s  treats  it  simply  and 
assumes  that  everyone  is  guilty. 
Students  are  not  allowed  any 
leeway  to  defend  why  they  were 
present  around  alcohol  or  what 
happened  that  they  were  somehow 
breaking  a  rule.  For  the  most  part, 
students  are  guilty  no  matter  what 
they  have  to  say  for  themselves.

The  alcohol  policy  at  The 
College  is  something  that  SJC 
really  needs  to  work  on  and  I 
hope  a  reasonable  solution  can  be 
reached  to  make  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  a  more  student-friendly 
place.  Students  and  staff  should 
work  together  to  find  a  more  fair 
and  just  solution  to  the  alcohol 
policy  here  at  SJC.  Working  on 
this  policy  can  mean  big  changes 
that  can  improve  life  on  campus 
for  students  and  security.

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The  Legend  of  Zelda:  Skyward

The  Legend  of  Zelda  series 
celebrated  its  twenty-fifth 
anniversary  this  year,  and  to 
mark  this  occasion,  the  sixteenth 
installation  and  newest  game  in 
the  series.  Skyward  Sword ,  was 
released  on  November  20.  The 
game  introduced  many  changes 
to  the  franchise,  as  well  as 
revolutionizing  the  controls  of  the 
Nintendo  Wii  system. 

Fans  of  the  Zelda  series 
know  that  the  name  can  be 
misleading,  as  the  games  follow 
the  adventures  of  Link,  a  young 
man  destined  to  save  the  world 
again  and  again  throughout 
time.  Princess  Zelda,  the  titular 
character  of  the  franchise,  plays 
her  own  role  in  each  game  as 
well. 

The  Legend  of  Zelda  is 
arguably  one  of  gaming  history’s 
best  and  most  influential  series. 
Ocarina  of  Time,  released  in 
November  of  1998,  has  been  often 
lauded  by  critics  and  users  as  not 
only  the  best  Zelda  game,  but  also 
the  greatest  game  ever  made.  In 
2008  and  2010,  Guinness  World 
Records  declared  that  Ocarina 
of  Time  is  the  highest-rated  game 
ever  reviewed. 

Skyward  Sword  has  done  for 
the  Wii  what  Ocarina  of  Time  did 
for  the  Nintendo  64.  The  Wii  was 
released  in  2006,  and  while  it  has 
been  highly  successful  worldwide, 
the  motion  control  remotes  that 
distinguish  the  system  never  fully 
allowed  gamers  to  use  them  in  the 
way  desired.  Now,  with  the  use 
of  the  Wii  MotionPlus  control, 
gamers  can  truly  control  every 


aspect  of  Link's  movements. 

The  art  style  of  the  game 
resembles  impressionist  art.  This 
allows  for  more  exaggerated 
characters,  emphasizing  their 
strengths  and  their  weaknesses, 
which  is  an  important  aspect  of 
the  swordplay  of  the  game.  With 
the  MotionPlus  control,  players 
swing  the  Wii  remote,  and  Link 
mirrors  their  actions  on  screen. 
Enemies  will  react  to  your 
movements,  so  every  swing  you 


been  characterized  by  exploring 
an  overworld  area  and  solving 
dungeons  filled  with  puzzles, 
while  the  story  progresses 
throughout.  Skyward  Sword 
follows  a  similar  formula,  but  it 
does  manage  to  change  things  up. 

The  game  begins  in  the  world 
of  Skyloft,  where  a  variety  of 
islands  float  above  a  cloud  barrier 
separating  the  sky  from  the  fabled 
surface  world.  Link,  our  hero,  is 
a  young  man  attempting  to  reach 


mysterious  black  tornado  carries 
Zelda  down  to  the  surface. 

Destiny  holds  much  in  store 
for  Link,  and  soon,  armed  with 
the  Goddess  Sword  and  the  spirit 
that  rests  within  it,  he  sets  out 
for  the  surface  to  save  his  friend. 
After  a  brief  journey  through  the 
first  dungeon,  the  game’s  villain 
is  introduced,  and  Link  must  race 
against  hint  to  reunite  with  Zelda. 

The  first  third  of  the  game 
follows  the  traditional  style  of

make  counts.  At  long  last,  the  Wii 
has  delivered  a  game  that  allows 
the  console  to  live  up  to  its  full 
potential.

The  game  utilizes  the  familiar 
elements  of  past  games,  yet 
manages  to  create  a  new  and 
interesting  storyline.  Zelda 
games  often  do  not  link  up 
chronologically  and  appear  to  be 
unconnected,  but  Skyward  Sword 
finally  gives  us  a  definitive  origin 
story  that  connects  all  of  the 
games  together  and  reveals  why 
the  many  different  incarnations 
of  Link  and  Zelda  are  constantly 
tasked  with  defeating  evil, 
typically  in  the  fonn  of  the  evil 
lord  Ganondorf  (the  main  villain 
of  many  of  the  games). 

Overall,  Skyward  Sword  is  a 
remarkable  game  that  has  finally 
allowed  the  Wii’s  motion  control 
system  to  live  up  to  its  potential, 
while  also  taking  the  Zelda  series 
in  a  bold  new  direction.  After 
twenty-five  years,  the  series 
continues  to  show  that  it  stands 
among  gaming’s  finest.  As 
Nintendo  prepares  to  move  into 
the  next  generation  of  consoles. 
Skyward  Sword  is  a  fitting  send- 
off  for  the  Wii.

You  have  some  of  your  typical 
rap-  when  you  are  lifting  in  the 
weight  room  or  working  out 
within  proximity  of  the  football 
field,  you  will  be  listening  to 
Lil’  Wayne,  Gucci  Mane,  or 
Wiz  Khalifa.  Obviously  these 
3  dynamic  rappers  have  a  slew 
of  fans  and  record  sales;  I 
don’t  necessarily  view  them  as 
“relatable”  so  to  speak.  While 
that  may  not  be  important  to  a 
lot  of  fans,  I  like  to  be  able  to 
relate  to,  and  more  importantly 
understand  the  lyrics  that  come 
from  artist’s  songs.

I  like  to  hear  about  more  subjects 
than  just  that.  The  important  thing 
that  a  lot  of  rappers  miss  out  on 
is  the  obvious  relatable  choice¬ 
rapping  about  your  life  before 
you  were  a  famous  rapper.  What 
many  artists  are  afraid  of  is  to 
be  judged  by  their  fans  as  soft  or 
too  sensitive  or  something  along 
those  lines.  The  point  that  I  am 
ultimately  alluding  to  is,  if  you 
are  interested  in  listening  to  songs 
that  are  relatable,  understandable, 
and  perhaps  some  of  the  best 
lyrics  you  will  ever  hear,  than 
you  should  check  out  Childish 
Gambino's  debut  album  on  a 
label,  Camp. 

First  of  all,  let  me  start  out 
by  saying  this  album  exceeded 
my  expectations.  Honestly,  I 
am  as  big  of  a  Gambino  girl  as 
any  other  fan,  but  I  “pumped 
the  breaks”  so  to  speak  when 
I  heard  he  was  releasing  an 
album  on  a  label.  I  realized  that 
much  of  the  album  would  be 
to  altered  by  the  producers  and 
become  more  commercial.  1  was 
pleasantly  suiprised  to  find  out 
that  the  lyrics  were  not  dumbed 
down,  and  it  still  came  off  the 


same  as  his  other  work.  What 
also  surprised  me  is  that  upon 
multiple  listening’s  it  also  comes 
off  as  a  step  forward  from  any  of 
his  work,  in  terms  of  not  sticking 
with  what  he’s  familiar  with. 
Those  two  statements  seemingly 
contradict  each  other,  but  hear  me 
out,  Gambino’s  game  has  evolved 
to  the  point  where  he  is  doing 
things  outside  his  regular  comfort 
zone.  What  has  stayed-  the  flow, 
the  clever  lyrics,  and  the  regular 
beats.  What  has  changed-  the 
sound  of  the  music,  in  terms  of 
influence.  Camp  has  some  R&B 
and  even  electronic  influences, 
which  is  pretty  far  off  his  regular 
tone.  Another  dimension  of  his 
work  is  auto  tune,  which  before 
you  explode  in  anger,  again,  here 
me  out.  Auto  tune  is  just  a  way  to 
make  something  sound  different- 
and  what  can  you  say  is  wrong 


with  that? 

Many  fans  of  rap  and  music 
in  general  are  outraged  to  see 
their  favorite  artists  introduce 
auto  tune  to  their  repertoire,  but 
to  me,  if  an  artist  can  add  another 
dimension  to  his  music,  he  should 
experiment  and  see  what  is  best 
for  his  sound.  He  uses  it  well; 
coupled  with  electronic  tones,  an 
auto  tuned  rap  track  turns  into  a 
dance  club  rug-cutter!  I  know  the 
carpets  in  my  room  have  suffered 
because  of  Gambino’s  new  style. 

Overall  the  album  is  varied 
in  terms  of  style  and  topic.  From 
auto  tuned  songs  mentioned 
earlier  to  deep  instrumental  songs 
such  as  “L.E.S.”  “L.E.S.”  debuts 
about  3/4  the  way  through  the 
album,  and  ultimately  alters  the 
tone  of  the  album.  It  heavily 
changes  the  flow  of  the  album- 
fforn  heavy  songs  that  sound 


Lil’  Wayne-esque  to  a  song  that 
sounds  like  it  was  orchestrated  by 
Beethoven.  It  has  heavy  violins 
that  make  the  song  sound  like  it’s 
a  part  of  a  symphony  with  rap 
lyrics  pasted  on  top  it.  The  album 
is  covered  with  mentionable 
single  songs  like  this,  but  the 
whole  album  is  a  cohesive  piece 
that  flows  well  together.  From 
song  one  to  thirteen  it  is  like  a 
movie,  Gambino  illustrates  a 
theme  that  is  more  or  less  his  life 
up  to  this  point.  If  you  bought  the 
album  you  received  a  download 
of  4  singles,  which  are  excellent 
as  well. 

Overall,  the  album  is  ambitious 
when  you  put  it  in  proportion.  You 
have  a  new  musical  artist  who  has 
yet  to  release  an  album  on  a  label, 
signing  to  one  of  the  most  popular 
and  highly  rated  indie  labels  in 
glassnote  records,  and  having 


topics  ranging  from  his  love  life, 
fame  and  fortune,  life  in  general, 
and  even  rapping  self-deprecating 
lyrics  about  his  previous  music 
among  other  things.  Camp 
has  received  positive  ratings 
overall,  praising  Gambino  for 
his  metaphor  saturated  lyrics 
and  the  ability  to  make  fun 
of  himself  while  stil  getting  a 
more  powerful  message  across. 
One  negative  review  from  the 
notoriously  pretentious  Pitchfork, 
com  bashed  Gambino  for  being 
“self-obsessed”  and  “uniquely 
unlikable.”  This  was  literally 
the  only  review  I  have  read  that 
has  rated  this  album  negatively, 
giving  it  a  1 .6  out  of  10!  I’m  not 
sure  if  people  at  Pitchfork  or  just 
too  big  of  hipsters  to  appreciate  a 
rapper  that  got  his  foot  in  the  door 
with  comedy,  but  to  me  that  plays 
a  big  role  in  Pitchforks  seemingly 
spiteful  review. 

Camp  comes  off  as  a  crisp  and 
new  chapter  in  the  Gambino’s 
musical  novel.  Hopefully  this 
album  will  kick  start  Gambino’s 
musical  career.  Gambino  has  said 
in  song  and  in  person  that  rapping 
is  just  something  that  he  does 
in  his  free  time,  so  there  is  most 
definitely  more  music  to  come 
from  him  in  the  future,  and  who 
knows,  perhaps  someday  Childish 
Gambino  can  be  mentioned  in 
the  same  breathe  as  his  favorite 
rapper,  Lil’  Wayne.  If  nothing 
else,  we  can  recognize  Donald 
Glover  as  James  Franco’s 
counterpart,  meaning  this:  A 
celebrity  with  genuine  talent 
in  more  than  on  field.  A  writer, 
and  a  dynamic  performer,  and 
that  alone  is  something  to  be 
praised.  Camp,  at  the  very  least 
is  something  to  be  checked  out  at 
the  very  least.

69- 7 1 ,  the  Pumas  rebounded 
with  a  76-  62  win  against  Indiana 
Institute  of  Technology. 

That  led  them  to  the 
University  of  Indianapolis 
Classic,  where  the  Pumas  gained 
a  pair  of  victories.  In  the  first 
game,  the  Pumas  defeated  the 
Northern  Michigan  Wildcats 
81-76,  and  in  their  second  match, 
which  went  to  double  overtime, 
the  Pumas  edged  out  Lake 
Superior  State  University  99- 
92.  In  their  return  the  Richard 
F.  Scharf  Alumni  Fieldhouse, 
the  Pumas  took  on  Northern 
Kentucky  University  in  a  thrilling 

70- 82  loss. 


overtime.  At  the  end  of  the  first 
overtime  the  Pumas  were  down 
by  three  and  a  desperate  shot  was 
thrown  up  by  senior  Montrell 
Mills,  who  missed  the  shot  but 
was  fouled.  She  turned  out  to 
be  practiced  at  the  foul  line  and 
made  all  three,  sending  the  game 
into  double  overtime.  At  the  end 
of  the  second  overtime  the  Pumas 
found  themselves  once  again 
down  by  3,  but  Britney  Cruise 
swished  a  25-foot  three  pointer 
to  tie  the  game  and  send  it  into 
a  third  overtime.  Unfortunately, 
Northern  Kentucky  pulled  ahead 
in  the  triple  overtime  and  won  it 
106-101.  Britney  Cruise,  Tatiana 
Oritz,  and  Montrell  Mills  had  a 
combined  69  points.  Even  though 
it  was  a  tough  loss,  the  Lady 
Pumas  showed  incredible  heart 
and  determination. 

The  Lady  Pumas  came  back 
through  in  their  match  up  against 
Bellarmine  University.  The 
game  was  tied  going  into  the  last 
few  seconds  of  the  game,  and 
Montrell  Mills  put  up  what  turned 
out  to  be  a  game-winning  lay  up 
with  only  4  seconds  left  on  the 
clock. 

The  Lady  Pumas  have  kicked 
off  with  an  exciting  season.  They 
will  host  Wayne  State  University 
next  Saturday  at  1  p.m.  in  the 
Fieldhouse.  Come  out  and  support 
the  Pumas,  as  they  have  deserved 
each  and  everyone  of  your 
support  after  this  past  weekend’s 
great  playing. 


Through  these  five  games. 
Junior  Dayvon  Sloan  has  led 
the  Pumas  offensively,  scoring 
20.2  points  per  game  and  dishing 
out  5.4  assists  per  game.
